Humbly ' Offter'd 
By the Author of the BREFVFTIAT E. 


FTER the Great Bleflings that ſeem deſigned for the whole Nation, f:om the i:3>py ag-e2- 
ment between the Two Houſes, in that great Point before them, the Vacancy cf rhe Throne ; 1 
cannot, bnt crave Pardon and leave to put the Reprejertatives of the Nation in reme nvrance, - 
chat though this YVacarting of the "Throne opens ſo large a Door to our Great and many De- 
liverances, yet our laſting Security 1s nor intirely com-leated here ; and thac therefore rhey balk nor 
che next Point,which is as ſtoutly to be aflerred, viz. That che Power now of ſetiing the Gore. nment, and i;- 
ling the Vacancy, is reverted to the Community, whereof they are the Repreſentatives. This is an opportuni- 
ty weare like never tohave again in the World ; and a Precedent caught to be made to; the Apes to 
come. It isnot to be thought, after an agreement on the firſt Pointe, but that this Converticn 's wilinz 
co inveſt the Prince of Oranze with the Government, during his Life; (tor they ſay, both che Pr:n:ſ-5 are 
willing it ſhould be fo, and no prejudice to either :) But how this can bz o:de:ly done, untill the Power 
be aſſerted; let the Wiſdom of the Nation conſider, and lay it well to Hearr. 

There is One main obje&tion. If the Cixwention chooſe a King and Qi:en at this Time, then will 
the Government be for ever Ele#ive ; But this is a great Miſtake ; tor, we mult know it is the Conftitu- 
tion of a Government , which makes it Eleive or Hereditary, and tot One Atual Cb.ice, or ſm-le Prices 
dent. This being ( note that well) by a Convention not a Parliament; whillt in the prefznc functare , 
that Vacancy in the Throne (which may never happen again to the End of the Worid, )) Leaves us no 
other Expedient of reeſtabliſhing our Governmens, then by Ele&ing Our Governour. 

When an Heredetary Kingdom is fet up that was none before, the Perſon on Neceility muſt be by 
Ele#ion ac firit; though art the ſame time, the Compadt of Obedience to the Perſon fo Eietcd, and 
© his Heirs in Sucefhon after him, may be ſuch, that what at firſt was in the peoples Power and YXighe 
co give,after ſubmithon payd,will never lye in their Power to reſume back. The Cafe is the ſame here. 
And if we underſtand then, when it is reſolved, that the Three is vacant,or Government didolved, (which 

| is all one) the meaning is not, that the Conftitarion of the Government is diflolved (tor thereiore is it to 
warily expreſt ) but the Government in the Adminiſtration. It is Eſſential to Government to have pars 
Imperans.and pars ſubdita ; and the pars Imperans failing ( asin our Caſe) the Government is Not; that is, 
it is diſſolved fo, asthere can be no Exerciſe of it, till ic be ſerled again : Nothing that the King can do 
or Parliament can do, can vacate the Conſtitution: It is That they both Lerive from and hold by. Only 
the Community being thoſe, as firſt made it, ( it muſt be confeſt) they can diſ.lveit, or Change ir, if they 
think fir. The King hath not yet diffolv'd it, butthe Convention (being,upon the Diſſolution of the Go- 
vernment, in the Exerciſe calld thistogether, as Depucies of the Commuzity, to ſetrhar up, ) may do fo: 
or what is better; they may confirm the Fundamental Points of ic, and Mend the Retit as they (cc goo), 

It were then Adviſeable, both for the Honour and Safety of the Nation, That the Cexven:ion Gi agree 
and declare, that the Government of England be ſtill an Hereditary Limited M:narchy ; with his change 
only, that the Deſcent of the Crown, be bound to a Proteſtant. This falves the ObjeRion 10: ever. 

Beit agreed and declared again,that the Government be ſtill a Mixt Government ; and that 

_ Legislative Power with all the Rights and Properties ot it, do, and ihall lie in a Parliam. nr. 

For Gods ſake and Your Countries, ufe your preſent Advantage ; leait you mourn the | cf of fo fa- 
vourable an offered oppertunity, never to be regaind. 

The Conſtitution (1 ſay ) of the Government ſhould be conſidered and declared, ard the Power of this 
Corrvention to diſpoſe of New Governours be aſſerted, before the aQual Inveſtitureof Any be concluded 
if we reſolve to be true Subjects of England, or have any Regard to Our Selves, or our Poftericy Sh 
2 Concern ſo valuable, as Generations to come ſhall reap the Blefling of ir, and ackno-vledge the
